So, he built a four-story 
powerhouse and connected it 
with the house by a tunnel, well- 
paved, painted and neat, run- 
ning a full 300 feet from the 
house. 
On the fourth floor was Henry 
Ford’s private laboratory.

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Resources Policy 
Affects Us All 


‘It is variously estimated that the off- 
shore oil bill will turn resources over 
to the states, mostly to three states, val- 
ued at from $125,000,000,000 to $300,- 
000,000,000, depending on the final 
boundaries decided upon. 

When one looks into the figures 
more closely, he is even more astounded 
that representatives of 45 states could 
have given the bill a majority in the 
Senate—an action sure to be followed 
in the House. | 

The few valiant souls who opposed 
it may have slowed down the deter- 
mined effort to relinquish the proposed 
give-away of all other reserves of re- 
sources, but the interests that have 
been hammering away to capture them 
all these years are gleeful over their 
best prospects in history. This com- 
plete reversal of conservation and de- 
velopment of resources policies poses 
great dangers for the future of this 
country. 

Sen. Paul Douglas, the top economist 
of the Senate, maintained that devel- 
opment of the offshore oil lands should 


be used to benefit the people of the 


entire nation. He pinpointed each 
state’s*share, based on population. He 
broke it down further into what these 
resources would mean in education 
benefits for children between the ages 
of 5 and 17. 

Georgia’s share, based upon the fact 
that we have 2.66 per cent of the na- 
tion’s children between those ages, 
would have amounted to a capital value 
of $3,325,000,000, usigg the $125,000,- 
000,000 figure.. If the entire $300,000,- 
000,000 is the gauge, our share would 
have amounted to $7,980,000,000. 

Since, of course, we would have re- 
ceived only royalties on the develop- 
ment—say 20 per cent—the amount 
that could have come to the state for 
educational purposes would have. been 
$638,400,000 on the lower figure and 
$1,532,160,000 on the higher. And that’s 
a lot of schooling. 

At any rate, if the public cares, it 
should. express an awareness of what is 
happening. If not, we can expect fur- 
ther successful raids on the nation’s 
reserve resources.

The World Health Organization, 
meeting in Geneva, Switzerland, re- 


ports a 50 per cent drop throughout the ~ 


world in deaths from’ tuberculosis since 
World War II. 

The decline is most marked-in coun- 
tries which have shown the greatest 
energy toward the detection and early 
treatment of the disease.

A filibuster, it was pointed out, is aimed 


‘at prevention of a bill from coming to a 


vote. Those who fought the bill disclaimed 


any intention of this kind. Instead, their . 
. purpose was to prolong the discussion to 


educate the TT on the basic issues 
involved, 

Nevertheless, it was a filibuster in all 
other respects and Morse, in his straight- 
forward way, was honest enough to_admit 
it. When he took the floor to deliver his 
record-breaking speech he frankly told the 
Senate*he was participating in a talkathon. 

What may have been accomplished by 
the prolonged opposition is difficult to say. 
One primary objective of opponents was to 
stop a trend which they see developing for 
the government to divest itself of other 
valuable holdings in public lands and pub- 
lic power. 

In the same vein, Sen. George Malone 


(Rep., Nev.), has offered a bill to give to. 


the states all mineral rights in any part 
of the public domain lying within their 
borders. A dozen Western states would 
benefit greatly by such a grant. Strange 
as it may seem, his bill was rejected in 


- committee as an amendment to the tide- 


Jand measure by only three votes. 

Yet if we are giving to the coastal states 
the mineral rights to submerged lands, 
there would seem to be no valid reason why 
similar treatment should not be accorded 
the inland states with respect to the pub- 
lic domain. 

Considering the estimates some geolo- 
gists have made on the value of the oil- 
bearing lands, the surprising thing is that 
there was not more opposition to the bill. 
Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois said they 
had a potential value of some $250,000,000,- 
000, or almost the amount of the public debt. 

‘If a greater number of states were get- 
ting a cut of the pie, it would be easier to 
understand why the measure received such 
generous support. 

The filibuster tends to make one thing 
certain. Those who led the fight, against 
the give-away measure plan to make a live 
issue of the matter in the next national 
election.

Add ‘Take Away’ 
To ‘Give Away’ 


WASHINGTON—Back in the early 1920s 
there was a periodic spectacle in the Sen- 
ate with which we in the press gallery got 
very bored. Sen. Tom Heflin of Alabama— 
often known as ‘‘Tom-Tom’’—would rise 
every few days and cry aloud to the heavens 
and an almost empty Senate about the 
‘“‘deflationary”’ policy instituted by the Fed- 

eral Reserve Board of 
the Harding administra- 
tion. He complained it 
was ruining farmers 
and was inspired by 
“the wolves of Wall 
Street.’’ 

But, for all his dem- 
agoguery, the senator 
had happened on some- 
thing. For the depres- 
sion that broke upon the 

IE nation’s consciousness 
dmpately with the stock market collapse 
in 1929 was the cumulative effect of dis- 
tress and depression that had prevailed in 
the farm areas since the early 1920s to 
which the government here paid little heed. 

Or, as another Alabama senator de- 
scribed that era to the Senate just this 
week : 

“Most people, in speaking of the de- 
pression, think about it as beginning in 
1929. For the farmer, and the masses of 
the people, it began in the early 1920s as 
a result of the deliberate policy of high 
terms and high rates at the: samie time.” 

This present-day Alabama senator, John 
Sparkman, Democratic  vice-presidential 
candidate last year, was not being the dem- 
agogue or a Jeremiah prophesying imme- 
diate doom. He was bespeaking very ear- 
nestly the crescendo of complaints from 
farmers, war veterans, labor unions, small 
businessmen and others, about the increase 
in interest rates which has made money 
“‘tight,””’ to use a phrase familiar to an- 
other generation that cropped up in the 
Senate debate this week. 

This general increase in interest rates 
has followed, and by design, the bellwether 
action recently by Secretary of ‘Treasury 
Humphrey in raising from 2%2 to 2% per 
cent the interest rate on a new billion-dol- 
lar, long-term bond issue. It was intended 
as a check on inflation. 

Like a pebble thrown in the pool, this 
Treasury action has ramified through the 
whole financial realm to push up interest 
rates generally—on Veterans Administra- 
tion mortgage loans for homes, from 4 to 
4% per cent; on price-support loans for 
farmers on 1953 crops, to 4 per cent, and so 
on, with commensurate boosts on loans for 
financing. home-building generally, install- 
ment sales of all sorts and loans for busi- 
ness from banks. 

Calling this the Eisenhower administra- 
tion’s ‘‘take-away’”’ program, Senator Spark- 
man said ‘‘those who will gain most under 
these constantly rising rates are those who 
clip ‘the coupons and own the mortgages. 
The home buyers, the taxpayers and the 
consumers will foot the bill.’’

Golden Opportunities in Dixie Lure 
Northerners to Heed ‘Go South’ Cry 


NEW ORLEANS—It is a grand coinci- 
dence that 1953, 150th anniversary of the 
greatest real estate bargain in history, 
finds the New South positively throbbing 
with a vigor that startles the Southern peo- 
ple themselves and 
surely portends a new 
balance between South 
and North. 

The South was per- 

secuted by the so-called 
radicals of Northern 
politics in the years 
after the Civil War and 
no Marshall Plan ever 
was offered the South 
at the expense of North- 
ern taxpayers. The best * ; 
Southern men, who had fought with enor- 
mous bravery well knowing the personal 
danger to their women and children, were 
suspended from cifizenship even in their 
own states by a hot-eyed, hateful Northern 
Congress. 

Robbed, exploited, lied about and sub- 
jected to extortion and ravishment at the 
hands of bewildered freedmen instigated by 
Northern brigands, the South never sur- 
rendered in spirit, although it lived largely 
on cotton and peanuts until World War I. 


Then the climate and expanses appealed 
to the warmakers in Washington and mili- 
tary camps were spotted here and there. 
A new generation of Southern men went to 
the colors and the old score was, to some 
extent, washed away, as the saying went, 
in blood. 

It seems appropriate to review briefly 
the old situation in approaching an esti- 
mate of the new one. The South certainly 
is aroused now and, barring atomic war with 
Russia or some other disaster of mighty 
proportions, will assume a new status and 
character in national economy and politics. 

As to political change it was plain the 
South wanted a semi-Republican but not an 
entire Republican and for that reason sup- 
ported Eisenhower, As of today, however, 
Eisenhower already is too Democratic and 
not Républican enough for this New South. 
He is too soft to the union rackets, pos- 
sibly because he is ignorant of union 
practices. 
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The port of New Orleans and the great 
building activity are suffering from the 
same predatory unionism which disgraced 
the city of New York. The longshoremen’s 
union here is the same one that vitiated 
New York. The five-member board of com- 
missioners of the port are fed up with the 
condescension of Joe Ryan, who lords it 


a over this ambitious world port from a 


racket headquarters in New York. 

The electricians, operating engineers, 
glaziers and other disreputable building 
trades of the AFL are preying on the new 
building activity, running up costs and caus- 
ing delays in completion. 

Inasmuch as Eisenhower went to. the 
AFL for his Secretary of Labor and chose 
the president of a union infamous for clever 
extortions in legal guise, Ike has not re- 
tained all the approval which these people 
felt when they voted for him. 

It is not possible to deal with these fac- 
tors in statistical terms; but this is a rough 
outline of some important facts: 

During World War I and the rise of the 
motor industry with its market for un- 
skilled labor, many rural Southern Negroes 
migrated to Northern factory cities. They 
have no nostalgic memories nor could they 
be persuaded to come back. There is no 
effort to woo them back. 

On the other hand, many Northern white 
workers, including executives and builders, 


have come South in a surge comparable to ° 


that of the Eastern youth who heeded Hor- 
ace Greeley’s exhortation: ‘‘Go West.” 

Mississippi is raising less cotton and 
producing dairy stuff and beef from the 
steers and culls. Louisiana’s culls. Lovu- 
isiana is now a cattle state. Many textile 
plants arose in the Carolinas after the 
first war. Now many more have sprung 
up and in Georgia, too, in the vigorous 
coming-awake of an area. The Labor Re- 
lations Board has been trying to stem this 
irresistible movement from tired Yankee 
towns to factories in the South where farm- 
ers can part-time it in the mills. 

The board has ordered some Eastern 
owners to move their workers, and their 
families and their household goods to South- 
ern sites, all paid. We have yet to learn 
whether this mere order of a low-level 
bureaucrat will stick.
